Hence  wilh  a combifaltoa 
paint  made  of  tine  and  lead  there  ia  no 
“chalking  off,"  and  consequently  no  i.osai- 
bllity  of  lead  poisoning 

A lead  combination  paint  containing  line 

is,  therefore,  perfectly  safe  to  use  as  far  as 
the  health  of  thoje  living  in  its  pretence  it 
concerned,  and  relatively  safe  as  regards 
the  health  of  the-painters  who  apply  it. 

Some  French  authorities  claim  that  pure 
line  wh»te  ia  superior  to  white  lead  on 
[ every  account,  and  one  prominent  Parisian 
firm  of  contracting  painters  use  no  Whitt 
leqd  in  any  of  their  work  ; but,  taking  con- 
ditions at  they  sre  and  etpeiience  as  it 
run*,  this  it  rather  an  extreme  view.  Paint- 
ers are  familiar  with  the  use'  of  lead,  it  ia 
very  opaque,  and  when  properly  combined 
with  sine  to  hold  it  in  place,  and  to  whitea 

it,  makes  tcnerally  a satisfactory  paint.  But 
aione  it  it  not  t good  paint  and  it  anything 
but  economical.  Compared  with  the  beat 
combination  pamta  it  costs  more  per  pound, 
requires  fully  fifty  per  cent  more  of  it  to 
cover  satisfactorily  an  equal  surface,  asd 
needs  renewal  in  a much  shorter  time.  On 
every  consideration  the  combination  paints 
have  the  advantage,
